We 
still consider ourselves ‘blue-collar’ 
workers; nothing is given to us and 
we have to work hard for what we 
get. I often remind players how 
important it is to out-work our oppo- 
nents.

Leake County supervisors 
got an update on East Central 
Community College Monday, 
when Dr. Phil A. Sutphin gave 
his annual report to the board. 

The ECCC president report- 
ed enrollment at a record high 
of 2,435 on campus and at out- 
lying locations in the five-coun- 
ty district, reflecting an 
increased attendance for 17 
straight years. 

Despite the loss of about 
$2.8 million in state revenues 
during the past three years, Dr. 
Sutphin said the two-year col- 
lege will continue to operate as 
a financially sound institution 
and maintain the level of serv- 
ice, with the continued tax sup- 
port from the five counties. 

Although the funding cuts 
had caused “belt tightening,” 
no programs had been cut; no 
faculty members had been laid 
off: and no instructional or ath- 
letic programs had been discon- 
tinued, Sutphin said. 

East Central, he said, had 
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received official notice of its 
reaffirmation of accreditation 
for another 10 years. 

He added that ECCC gradu- 
ates who transferred to four- 
year colleges had among the 
highest grade point averages 
when compared to transfer stu- 
dents from all of the state’s 15 
community and junior colleges. 

“We at ECCC are greatly 
appreciative of the support 
received from Leake County,” 
Dr. Sutphin said in conclusion, 
“thank you for helping us main- 
tain the strong, viable institu- 
tion that the people of our five 
counties need and deserve.” 


Other matters

Discussions were held on 
pending actions, but no action 
was taken.

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AmeriCorps Members Making a Difference in Decatur 


When Jeritta Prentice of 
Landover, Maryland, was a small child, 
ghe wanted to change the world. Years 
later, finding herself in college, 36 hours 
short of graduation and needing a break, 


ghe decided if she couldn't ‘change? the © 


world, she could at least make a differ- 
ence. Prentice is just one of 11 
AmeriCorps volunteers spending six 
weeks on the Decatur campus of East 
Central Community College doing every- 
thing from renovating dorms to tutoring 
young children. 

AmeriCorps*NCCC is a 10- 
month, full-time residential program for 
men and women between the ages of 18 
and 24. AmeriCorps*NCCC combines 
the best practices of civilian service with 
the best aspects of military service, in- 
cluding leadership and team building. 
Members serve in teams of 10 to 15 mem- 
bers. Priority is given to projects in pub- 
lic safety, public health, and disaster re- 
lief. Teams are based at one of five cam- 
puses across the country but are sent to 
work on short-term projects in neighbor- 
ing states. In fiscal year 2001, 1,000 mem- 
bers served in AmeriCorps*NCCC, 

Each volunteer in : the 
AmeriCorps program is unique and each 
has his or her own story about how and 
why they got involved in the AmeriCorps 
program. 

The two youngest members 
joined directly out of high school. Many 
members are in graduate school and one 
even has a master's degree in education, 

Cia Walker of Leominster, 
Massachusetts, is the team leader. She 
previously served as a corps member in 
the western region. 

A college graduate who holds 


a degree in psychology, Walker said, *] 
wanted to travel and be responsible for 
myself but not live completely on my 
own. | also signed up for a second year 
in the program beceuse | wanted to pro- 
vide a group of people what this program 
offered me+ 


There are various challenges in 


the program. Walker said it has been a 
challenge for her to continuously lead and 
motivate her peers every day. And both 
Walker and Prentice agree that there are 
also. some physical challenges. 

Walker agreed, but said it was 
great for team-building skills. 

Both agree that the Decatur 
project has been one of the best. Prentice 
said, >This seems to be the beginning of 
the best because I have family that is from 
the South and because I like working with 
kids. It also encompasses almost every 
aspect of AmeriCorps service projects 
including education, public safety, health, 
and the environment. Although both are 
enjoying Decatur, they say they have had 
a positive experience in each community 
they have been tn. 

Others on the East Central cam- 
pus have also been pleased with what they 
have done. 

Shemeka Cleveland, VISTA 
worker in the ECCC Learning Skills Cen- 
ter, said, “The NCCC team has been a lot 
of help with our summer tutoring project. 
We have about 20 students coming to the 
center get help with math and reading. 
They are.able to get one-on-one tutoring 
and some of the kids really need that. 
Also the NCCC members are really re- 
sourceful and creative. They have come 
up with some really neat and interesting 
educational games and ideas for the kids." 


After spending almost ten months to- 
gether, Walker said of her team, *We have 
become a family, Although there are times 
that we get on each others nerves, like 
any family, we also love each other.’ 

And what dotheir real families 
think? - 

There are a few occasions when 
Corps members are allowed to go home. 
Walker said they have Christmas and 
Spring breaks and three personal days. 
AmeriCorps provides one round trip 
ticket to and from the main campus. Any 
other travel is paid for by the members. 
They do have a 15-passenger van to travel 
to and from projects. AmeriCorps is open 
to U.S. citizens, nationals, or lawful per- 
manent residents age 18 or older, Mem- 
bers serve full or part time over a 10- to 
12-month period. Full-time members re- 
ceive an education award of $4,725 to pay 
for college, graduate school, or to pay 
back student loans. They also receive 
health insurance, training, and student 
loan deferment. About half of the mem- 
bers also receive a modest annual living 
allowance of about $9,300, along with 
health insurance. Members who serve 
part-time receive a partial education 
award. Prentice added, *After this pro- 
gram is over, AmeriCorps doesn't just say 
goodbye. They continue to help members 
look for jobs and apply to schools. And 
they check on you periodically.? Walker 
agreed, 7AmeriCorps is a total program. 
It gets better every year and helps mem- 
bers learn skills and encourages you to 
go further.2

not be asking for any tax increase from 
Newton County taxpayers: this fiscal 
year. 

However, the college will be asking 
for a second consecutive $100 increase 
from students who attend the school. 

College president Dr. Phil Sutphin 
said the college was not asking for any 
new taxes despite a state cut of $2.8 
million over a period of three years. 

“Our enrollment was up for the 17th 
year in a row,” said Sutphin at a meet- 
ing of the Newton County board of 
supervisors. There were 2,435 students 
enrolled at the Decatur campus for the 
last school term, 

In fiscal 2002, trustees at the college 
increased tuition from $500 per semes- 
ter to $600.

Even though the college has experi- 
enced financial ‘belt tightening’ no pro- 
grams have been cut, no faculty mem- 
bers have been laid off and no instruc- 
tional or athletic programs have been 
discontinued, 

Sutphin said that the college is 
expanding two of it’s curriculum pro- 
grams, working technology and surgi-

pECATUR — Manufacturing environ- 
ments are still very critical to the economic 
success of East Central Mississippi and 
officials no longer have to look several 
states away for training that grows and/or 
grooms the maintenance employees who 
install, setup, troubleshoot and repair auto- 
mated manufacturing technologies. 

In the past some members of the 
State's Workforce Development Council 
have voiced opinions that workforce devel- 
opment programs delivered through the 
state's community and junior colleges have 
neglected to address technical inadequacies 
in the workforce around the state. Of partic- 
ular concern has been the lack of access to 
training for improving skills for industrial 
maintenance mechanics and electrical tech- 
nicians in manufacturing industries 

At East Central Community College 
(ECCC), the concerns have been heard and 
major efforts made to tailor programs to 
meet the real-world needs of local manu- 
facturing industries and their workers. 

“ECCC has listened to these chal- 
lenges for quite some time from state 
workforce council members, district work- 
force council members, employer-cus- 
tomers, employee-trainees and various 
other authorities on how to prioritize and 
invest workforce education/training dol- 
lars,” said Roger Whitlock, director of 
workforce development for ECCC. “These 
voices have been heard and the recom- 
mendations have caused positive, results- 
generating reactions.” 

Currently BCCC ts posinoning itself to 
be a training cluster bub for industrial maain- 





Enhancement Lab is located within the 
Philadelphia-Neshoba County Vocational- 
Technical Center in Philadelphia. 

“This training facility, with progres- 
sive, reflective equipment, is our response

cian apprenticeship program.” 

Since March ECCC has provided 
training to more than 200 people to upgrade 
technical skill-sets. 

Local industry employees who have 
participated in the program have found it 
very valuable, says Lamar Bradley, mainte- 
nance manager for ESCO Corporation, a 
steel foundry in Newton, 

“We have several people here who 
completed some of those courses,” Bradley 








said. “Everyone has come in and said they 
got quite a lot out of it.” 

Bradley said previously if employees 
wanted to take a specific technical class, 
they would be required to first take other 
pre-requisite academic courses such as 
high-level math or English. That essentially 
made the training they were seeking 
unavailable. The new offerings are much 
more practical, allowing the employees to 
study exactly what they need.

Four Philly players sign with East Central

National Signing Day didn™t come and go in Neshoba 
County and the surrounding area without a few Philadel- 
phians inking their names on the dotted lines. 

Just a day after Neshoba Central High School kicker 
Scott Shurden confirmed he would spend his next four 
years with the Mississippi State University Bulldogs, four 
standouts from Philadelphia High School signed to. stay 
closer to home and play for East Central Community Col- 
lege. 

Choctaw Central High School and Leake Academy each 
had no one fo sign to continue their football careers last 
week, although some announcements are expected. 

Running back-defensive back Kenshay Hunter, running 
back and all-purpose player Cedric Love, defensive line- 
man Curtis Spivey and defensive back Blake Peebles will 
all join the ECCC Warriors’ roster. Each of the four was a 
member of The Neshoba Democrat's All-Area team. 

PHS head football coach Marcus Wood said EC just 
strengthened its team. 
| wi.some. good ones today,” Wood said, Wednes- 
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Hunter, 19, was the unanimous choice for The Neshoba 
Democrat’s Offensive Player of the Year. Hunter (5-10, 
160) accounted for 1,447 total yards and helped lead the 
Tornadoes to a 7-5 record and a playoff trip in their first 
season under the 3A classification. 

Hunter rushed for 1,230 yards on 125 carries, a 9.85- 
yard-per-carry average. He scored 13 rushing touchdowns, 
and caught four passes for 46 yards and a touchdown over 
the course of the season. 

He showed he could pass the ball as well, completing 2- 
of-3 passes for 18 yards and a touchdown to junior quarter- 
back Tyler Threadgill. 

But the Warriors will also take a look at Hunter on the 
defensive side of the ball. In fact, he said he’s been work- 
ing out as a defensive back. He grabbed two interceptions 
for the Tornadoes in 2001. 

“The biggest and best thing about Kens! y 1s his over- 
all athletic ability,” said Wood, who completed his first year 
as the Tornadoes’ head coach in ‘01. “He’s one of the hard- 
est-working people you'll ever see. But the speed and ath-

obvious in practice and off the field.
